FrreND Husmann: The Early Victor grape, grown from seed by John Burr, 
of Leavenworth, Kan., is certainly the best of the early black grapes that has come 
to my notice; bunch medium to pretty large; berry size of Isabella; black, with 
handsome blue bloom; pulp soft and sweet, as well as rich; thin skin; the vine 1s 
vigorous, healthy foliage, and uncommonly productive. It ripens about a week 
before the Hartford. 


This is to certify that I have seen John Burr’s seedling grape Early Victor for 
several seasons, and find it perfectly hardy and healthy, a very vigorous grower, 
and ripens before Ives’ seedling. It is about the same size in berry and bunch, but 
more compact and a much better grape, and produces a red wine of the highest 
bouquet and excellence of any grape of the Labrusca class that I have seen, and I 
believe will make equally as good white wine. I will further state that I was one 
of a committee of eight grape growers and wine makers appointed to examine the 
wine made from the Early Victor grape, and it was the unanimous opinion of all 
that it was the best new red wine of the above class that they had ever tasted.
